Rainfall In the Circlev ille district 
threw Old Man Drought for a sub­ 
stantial loss during October, but 
the gain in moisture was only a rel­ 
ativ ely small comeback when v iew­ 
ed alongside the growing shortage 
ov er p rev ious months. 
As it did in August, rainfall 
here last mo nth ran co nsistently 
ahead o f the no rmal figures set 
fo r Circlev ille by the Co lumbus 
weather bureau. But Octo ber’s 
accumulatio n was nearly tw o 
and o ne-half inches abo v e no r­ 
mal, while August ended o n l y 
o ne and three-quarter inches o n 
the wet side. 
Local rainfall on Oct. 17 climbed 
more than twro and three-quarter 
inches abov e normal up to that 
time in October. But a decline dur- I 
ing the closing weeks ended the j 
month with a surp lus of 2.41 inches ! 
abov e the calculated av erage. 
Precip itation of .02 inch Saturday j 
night raised the month’s total 
ac- j 
cumulation to 4.83 inches.

Today Maine, by sp ecial ex cep ­ 
tion and because of an early win­ 
ter, v otes in Sep tember for all of­ 
fices ex cep t p residential electors. 
The geograp hic 
society offers 
these other historical items: 
Voting as a citizen’s p riv ilege 
goes back to the ancient Greek 
city -states. Some 
p ublic officials 
were elected v iv a v oce—by v oice 
v ote—though more wrere chosen by 
lot. 
Romans v oted on wax ed wooden 
slabs, and later by white and black 
balls. The word “ ballot” itself de­ 
riv es from the Italian “ ballotta,” 
meaning “ little ball.”

“ Thanks largely to the civ ic 
gro ups which came to o ur aid, 
and tho se that will jo in us dur­ 
ing the nex t 24 ho urs, I think the 
peo ple o f Circlev ille realize ho w 
much we need that fire pro tectio n 
tax ,” Wise said. ‘At least I feel 
that mo st o f them do, and If we 
get so me mo re help between no w 
and v o ting time, the lev y sho uld 
get a fair chance at the po ls.’ 


p assage of the two scho o l issues, as 
well as the fire lev y , follows: 
“ Passage of both the bond issue 
and the op erating lev y are essent­ 
ial if we are to av oid part-time 
school in Circlev ille. Delay in pass­ 
ing either will retard the pro gress 
of the schools for y ears to co me. 
“ The enrollment 
in Circlev ille 
has increased 4 8 per cent in the 
p ast nine y ears. Many peo ple do 
not realize that the gro wth in Cir­ 
clev ille has been more rapid in 
p rop ortion than that of Co lumbus, 
where the enrollment o v er the past 
nine y ears has grown 4 2 per cent. 
“ It is the intentio n o f the bo ard 
o f educatio n 
to do ev ery thing 
po ssible to speed co nstructio n af­ 
ter the bo nd issue is appro v ed. 
The bo ard ho pes that at least two 
buildings will be ready fo r o ccup­ 
ancy by the fall o f 1956 . But rem­ 
ember, to make this 
po ssible 
BOTH issues must pass NOW. 
“ Three issues will be o n o ne 
question and 
answer ballo t. First, 
will be the p rop osed bo nd issue. 
Second, will be the pro po sed tax 
lev y (renewal and increase) which 
will p rov ide ov er o ne-half o f the 
school’s o perating funds. Third, 
will be the pro po sed tax lev y fo r

“ One of the needs fo r o ur scho o ls 
is adequate p rotection from the 
hazards of fire.

schools safe for the children. The 
fire dep artment has alway s co o p­ 
erated IOO p ercent with the scho o ls. 
‘We hop e they get new fire equip ­ 
ment so they can giv e our schools 
the adv antage of better fire p ro­ 
tection. 


“ LET ME p oint out v ery care­ 
fully again that the p rop osed tax 
lev y (renewal and increase) calls 
for 4.6 mills renewal, which is tax 
y ou hav e already been p ay ing.

WASHINGTON UP — Why does 
election day fall in November? 
The National Geographic Society 
quotes Alexander 
Duncan, 
Whig 
representative 
from 
Ohio, 
who 
wrote the presidential election day 
law in 1845: “Harvesting is over 
then, and winter has not yet made 
the roads im passable.” 
However, until 1872, each state 
fixed its own day for voting for 
Congress and often it was not the 
same 
as 
presidential 
election 
day. Between 1845 and 1872 Penn­ 
sylvania, Ohio and Indiana voted 
in October for representatives. 
Today Maine, by special excep­ 
tion and because of an early win­ 
ter, votes in September for all of­ 
fices except presidential electors. 
The 
geographic 
society offers 
these other historical items: 
Voting as a 
citizen’s privilege 
goes back to the 
ancient Greek 
city-states. Some 
public 
officials 
were elected viva voce—by voice 
vote—though more were chosen by 
lot.

Decem ber passenger car output 
could approach the million mark 
This will be a boon not only to 
the re - employed auto workers 
(who will have money to spend 
for Christm as) but also to the 
com panies s u p p l y i n g to car 
m akers. 
Steel

fore­ 
shadowing the good news in De­ 
troit. Mills are now operating at 
75 per cent of capacity, and in the 
next few weeks m ay go up to 80 
per cent tem porarily. Steel work­ 
ers and coal m iners will benefit.

The co mmit­ 
tee meets qu arterly with the Secretary o f 
Co mmerce, to repo rt o n ho w bu sin ess men 
feel abo u t bu sin ess in gen eral an d the ef­ 
fect o f go v ern men t po licies an d pro grams. 
Alo n g with an o ptimistic fo recast fo r 
1955 came a wo rd o f warn in g fro m v ar­ 
io u s members o f the co mmittee. While it 
was co n ten ded bu sin ess wo u ld sho w an u p­ 
tu rn , in creased co mpetitio n was fo reseen 
in practically all lin es, makin g in creased 
sellin g effo rts n ecessary to main tain satis­ 
facto ry v o lu mes. 
It was agreed there wo u ld be bu sin ess 
pro sperity n ex t y ear, bu t it wo u ld be “co m­ 
petitiv e pro sperity ,” an d o n ly fo r co n cern s 
which wen t after bu sin ess in stead o f wait­ 
in g fo r: it to co me to them. 
There were widepsread in dicatio n s that 
bu sin ess is o n the u pgrade. Un emplo y men t 
is decreasin g, an d the n atio n ’s eco n o my is 
ready to reward tho se who sho w in itiativ e 
an d en terprise in the mo n ths ahead. 


all. No n e o f this has an v thin g to do , pro o r 
co n , with the Eisen ho wer legislativ e pro ­ 
gram. 
Altho u gh Presiden t Eisen ho wer pro v ides 
statistics to establish the smalln ess o f u n ­ 
emplo y men t, the facts remain s that in 
man y areas, there is u n emplo y men t. This 
is particu larly tru e in co al states, co al be­ 
in g a dy in g pro du ct o u tmo ded by 
o t h e r 
fu els an d co mpetin g with residu al o il fro m 
abro ad which sho u ld n o t be admitted to 
this co u n try u n der an y circu mstan ces be­ 
cau se it is n o t requ ired by o u r eco n o my 
an d o n ly serv es as a so cially dislo catin g 
elemen t. 
The same is tru e o f au to mo bile wo rkers 
in Michigan , who are n o t impressed by 
statistics which do n o t relate to their per­ 
so n al ex perien ce. The emo tio n s o f u n em­ 
plo y men t can n ev er be treated by the bar­ 
bitu rate o f statistics. 
While the farm co mmu n ity is div ided 
o v er the qu estio n o f rigid o r flex ible price 
su ppo rts, tho se farmers who are hit by 
fallin g prices fail to reco gn ize that an y re­ 
du ctio n o f o u r in flatio n is ben eficial to 
them. Each man casts his o wn v o te an d is 
affected by his o wn immediate co n cern s. 
Farm prices hav e been to o high fro m the 
stan dpo in t o f the city pu rchaser bu t n o t 
fro m the stan dpo in t o f the sellin g farmer. 
An d the city man v o tes in his state an d the 
farmer in his. An d whereas the city man 
do es n o t v o te o n the basis o f a lo werin g 
price, the farmer do es an d mu st take that 
in to co n sideratio n . 
So o n er o r later, the cu rren t ex citemen t 
o v er the relatio n between cigarette paper 
an d can cer will adv ersely a f f e c t tho se 
states where to bacco fo r cigarettes is 
gro wn . On e o f the majo r eco n o mic an d so ­ 
cial difficu lties we face is o v er-pro du ctio n 
o f agricu ltu ral co mmo dities. It u sed to be 
argu ed, in the Depressio n day s, that it is 
impo ssible to o v er-pro du ce; that it is o n ly 
po ssible to u n der-co n su me.

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GOVERNMENT SALARIES 
U S. CIVIL SERVICE Commission has 
recommended that Congress boost the sal­ 
aries of its members from $15,000 to at 
least $20,000 a year. The commission has a 
motive in this act of apparent solicitude for 
members of the legislative branch of the 
government. 
Philip Young, chairman of the CSC, says 
congressional salaries establish a ceiling 
in the federal service and, until they are 
boosted, the civil service has little chance 
of achieving a boost in the pay schedule. 
Top pay in the civil s e r v i c e is now 
$14,800 a year, and only 63 of the 2,300,000 
classified employes draw that much. Only 
one of every IOO civil service employes 
makes $9,000 a year or more, and 45 per 
cent are paid less than $4,000 a year. 
Principal argument for higher govern­ 
ment salaries, in Congress and in the bu­ 
reaus, is that the government is b a n d i - 
capped by low salaries in recruiting and re­ 
taining good career men. The type of em­ 
ployes sought, particularly in the u p p e r 
grades where policy and direction are giv­ 
en in the bureaus, is not available because 
industry pays higher salaries. 
A new drive for higher pay for govern­ 
ment officials and employes will be launch­ 
ed when the new Congress meets. C o n ­ 
gressmen are always reluctant to increase 
their own pay, however—which is why 
congressional salaries have not kept pace 
with the general price increase over the 
years—and probably would not concede 
that executive department employes, ex­ 
cept of the highest rank, should be paid 
more than a member of Congress. 


GOOD YEAR AHEAD 
BUSINESS next year will be better than 
it is in 1954, but probably not as good as it 
was in the peak year of 1953. This is the 
forecast of IOO members of the Govern­ 
m ent’s Advisory Committee. The commit­ 
tee meets quarterly with the Secretary of 
Commerce, to report on how business men 
feel about business in general and the ef­ 
fect of government policies and programs. 
Along with an optimistic forecast for 
1955 came a word of warning from var­ 
ious members of the committee. While it 
was contended business would show an up­ 
turn, increased competition was foreseen 
in practically all lines, making increased 
selling efforts necessary to maintain satis­ 
factory volumes. 
It was agreed there would be business 
prosperity next year, but it would be “com­ 
petitive prosperity,^” and only for concerns 
which went after business instead of wait­ 
ing for it to come to them. 
There were widepsread indications that 
business is on the upgrade. Unemployment 
is decreasing, and the nation’s economy is 
ready to reward those who show initiative 
and enterprise in the months ahead.

George E. Sokol sky's

This perhaps is the most significant fact 
in the now concluded campaign; the stat­ 
ure and influence of both political parties 
have suffered a decline among the people. 
Candidates are running in their own names 
and on their own personalities. The par­ 
ties have ceased to matter. As I write this, 
I arn in Louisville, Kentucky, where the an­ 
cient Veep, Alben Barkley, is contesting 
the seat in the United States Senate of 
John Sherman Cooper. 
Here, as everywhere else, the contest is 
personal, as though there were no political 
parties. It is a popularity contest. Both had 
signed the silly agreement to be genteel. 
Furthermore, in each state the campaign 
is local. Just as in New York the Demo­ 
crats are attacking Thomas E. Dewey, 
who is not a candidate, so in Ohio, the con­ 
test between George Bender and Thomas 
Burke is affected by the popularity of Gov­ 
ernor Lausche who is not a candidate. 
In Massachusetts, Leverett Saltonstall 
faces the wall of Joe McCarthy which, in 
Massachusetts, is a local issue, and Irving 
Ives in New York may lose because New 
York McCarthyites threaten not to vote at 
all. None of this has anything to do, pro or 
con, with the Eisenhower legislative pro­ 
gram. 
Although President Eisenhower provides 
statistics to establish the smallness of un­ 
employment, the facts remains that in 
many areas, there is unemployment. This 
is particularly true in coal states, coal be­ 
ing a dying product outmoded by o t h e r 
fuels and competing with residual oil from 
abroad which should not be admitted to 
this country under any circumstances be­ 
cause it is not required by our economy 
and only serves as a socially dislocating 
element. 
The same is true of automobile workers 
in Michigan, who are not impressed by 
statistics which do not relate to their per­ 
sonal experience. The emotions of unem­ 
ployment can never be treated by the bar­ 
biturate of statistics. 
While the farm community is divided 
over the question of rigid or flexible price 
supports, those farmers who are hit by 
falling prices fail to recognize that any re­ 
duction of our inflation is beneficial to 
them. Each man casts his own vote and is 
affected by his own immediate concerns. 
Farm prices have been too high from the 
standpoint of the city purchaser but n o t 
from the standpoint of the selling farmer. 
And the city man votes in his state and the 
farmer in his. And whereas the city man 
does not vote on the basis of a lowering 
price, the farmer does and must take that 
into consideration. 
Sooner or later, the current excitement 
over the relation between cigarette paper 
end cancer will adversely a f f e c t those 
states where tobacco for cigarettes is 
grown. One of the major economic and so­ 
cial difficulties we face is over-production 
of agricultural commodities. It used to be 
argued, in the Depression days, that it is 
impossible to over-produce; that it is only 
possible to under-consume.

Guard Your Eyesight

A PRACTICAL demonstration 
Is usually the best method of ex­ 
plaining anything. I’m going to 
give you a practical demonstra­ 
tion in this column on how to 
help aid your eyes—and maybe 
prevent unnecessary eyestrain 
and even headaches. 
Our eyes are one of our most 
prized possessions. They are also 
one of the most delicate mechan­ 
isms we have. You can preserve 
your eyesight. 
Here’s how; 
First, of course, watch for the 
initial symptoms that indicate 
failing sight. If you have diffi­ 
culty reading at a distance, or 
reading fine print, have your eyes- 
examined. 
If you already wear glasses, It’s 
a pretty good idea, to have your 
eyes checked at least every year 
or two, sooner if necessary. That 
goes also for those of you who 
might not wear glasses, but are 
advancing in age. 
Now for those demonstrations. 
Good Light Essential 
I t ’s alw ays im p o rta n t, you 
know, to read in the proper light 
—not too dim, not too bright. 
It’s also important that you 
stop reading every so often and 
relax. Try It now. Close your eyes 
and just relax for a moment or 
two. Do that several times while 
you are reading this paper and 
you’ll help ease the strain on your 
eyes. Develop the habit whenever 
you read. 


There’s another habit those of 
you who wear glasses could de­ 
velop, too. Take them off for a 
moment, look at the lenses and 
then replace them. 
I think most of you will find the 
lenses were smeared or filled with 
dust. Clean your glasses before 
you turn the page and from now 
on clean them frequently during 
the day. Blurred vision can bring 
on eyestrain or headaches. 
QUESTION AND ANSW ER 
S. B.: I think I may have mul­ 
tiple sclerosis. What are the 
symptoms? 
Answer: The most common 
symptoms of multiple sclerosis 
are blurring of the eyesight, 
weakness or tingling in the arms 
or legs, and clumsiness and awk­ 
wardness in the use of one hand. 
At times, the condition may start 
suddenly with paralysis or severe 
weakness of the arms and legs, 
with numbness and tingling. 
Various drugs have been em­ 
ployed in the treatm ent of this 
condition, such as Neostigmine 
and Mephenesin to relieve or les­ 
sen the muscle spasm. Heparin 
has also been used, and appears 
v alu ab le in p re v e n tin g any 
recurrences. 
You should have a complete 
study made of your condition by 
your physician to determ ine 
whether or not you actually are 
suffering from multiple sclerosis. 
If so, your doctor will prescribe 
the proper treatm ent in your 
case.

The 
p ackage will bear a red strip e a 
q uarter of an inch wide. 
Finally , if y ou told the govern­ 
ment y our income last y ear was 
over 510,000, y ou also will receive 
a no-envelop e p acket. But in this 
case it will carry a q uarter-inch- 
wide y ellow strip e. 
There are some excep tions to 
this sy stem. For instance: 
Farm ers, as well as business 
firm p rop rietors and p artners, will 
get sp ecial forms Businessmen’s 
will have a blue strip e on the out­ 
side.

High School Students Build Real House 
As Part of Vocational Student Curricula 


This it how tho Hogerstown high school student-built house looks at an oarly stag*.

HAGERSTOWN. 
Md. — In a 
project unique in this part of the 
country, vocational students of a 
high school here are this year 
building a full scale house to get 
on-the-job experience before grad­ 
uating into the building trades. 
Framework for the $25,000 ranch 
style house is about up now, and 
the boys hope to have the place 
ready for occupancy in a year. 
When completed, tile house will 
be sold at public auction. Profits 
will go back into the school fund 
so that future students may build 
more houses to enhance their 
abilities. 
All sorts of vocational classes 
are having a hand in building the 
house. 
Drafting and mechanical 
drawing students prepare neces­ 
sary sketches and blueprints. Car­ 
penters and trowel trade appren­ 
tices are doing the framework and 
brick veneering. Sheet metal boys 
will install plumbing and the oil 
heating unit. Wiring will be done 
by electrical students. 
• 
• 
• 
EVEN THE GIRLS will have a 
job to do. Home economics classes 
will help decide on details of fin­ 
ishing the interior, including the 
color scheme. Business students 
are keeping records on all costs. 
The house, situated in one of the 
city’s better residential develop­ 
ments, will have three bedrooms, 
dining room, living room, bath and 


kitchen. A breezeway will connect 
the house to a garage. Tile house 
is wood framed with outer brick 
covering. 
Clyde E. Bailey, woodworking 
instructor of 
Hagerstown 
high 
who developed the house building 
project, says it gives his students 
a better groundwork in the build­ 
ing trades. In previous years he 
says he took his boys on tours of 
local factories, but this was not 
enough to prepare the boys for 
jobs in Industry. 
Nothing beats actual experience 
when it comes to carpentry and 
allied lines, says Bailey. 
• 
• • 
THE STUDENT house builders 
aren’t going too fast with their 
project. 
That is not the idea, 
either. Bailey wants to make sure 
the Job is done right and not at 
the expense of normal classroom 
studies. 
Tile carpentry students, for ex­ 
ample, work on the house two 
hours each morning during the 
week and then spend the rest of 
the school day at classroom sub­ 
jects. 
Everything about the house is 
being done by the boys except the 
initial foundation excavation and 
the plastering. Heavy equipment 
was hired to do the main digging. 
Plastering is not taught at the 
high school, so the contract will be 
let with a local commercial firm. 
The house is 67 feet long, 34 
feet wide and stands on a big resi­ 


dential lot 80 by 155 feet. 
Only the older high school stu­ 
dents are working on the house 
project which has attracted wide­ 
spread publicity this year. Seniors 
and juniors belong to the voca­ 
tional classes. Vocational subjects 
are only lightly treated rn classes 
for the younger students. 
* 
*

THE IDEA is to find out in the 
first two years of high school lust 
what students are interested and 
adapted in building trade skills. 
The last two years are dedicated 
to helping to develop skills In the 
right boys. 
All together it Is estimated that 
75 students will have had a hand 
in actual construction of the house 
before it is ready for occupancy. 
Foundation work on the place 
was completed during the last 
school year. This year most all 
the framework, roof and interior 
will be completed. Finishing touch­ 
es will be put on when school re­ 
opens next September. 
“I feel,’* says instructor Bailey, 
“that this project is going a long 
way toward keeping some of our 
students in school longer. There 
is a lot of satisfaction for a stu­ 
dent to work on something as 
practical as a full scale house. It 
also gives all our students a better 
appreciation of their own homes 
and of the work that has gone into 
them. 
‘This project Is something alivs 
and practical for the boys.’*

The 
Giants have a good bail club and 
the personnel seems better than 
last year. Len Ford, our defen­ 
sive right end, looked like old No. 
80 out there, and the whole de­ 
fensive line held up well. The Gi­ 
ants can really move if you give 
them any daylight.”
